Boats Again. 


(Special Dispatch to the Trureript.) 


KEY WEST, Fla., Nov. 9.— Advices re- 


ceived last night per steamer Olivette 
give details of an outrage on American 
citizens and the butchery of nineteen non- 
combatant Cubans by Spaniards. 
The 


massacre occurred Thursday in the town 
of 8anJose.de Las Layas, Havana prov- 
ince. A detachment of Spanish soldiers 
surprised six insurgents who escaped. 


Enraged Spaniard*. 


The angry Spaniards began a raid on 


the houses in the neighborhood, alleging 
that tbe inhabitants were in sympathy 
with tbe rebels. Tbe Spaniards went to 
the sugar estate of Frederick Craycroft, 
who came from Indiana three years ago. 
The soldiers entered his house. 


Brutal Butchery. 


Two soldiers seizod Mrs. Craycroft and 


assaulted her. Her husband in despera- 
tion rushed to her assistance and an offi- 
cer struck him down with his sword. Ter- 
rible gashes were cut in Creycroit's back 
and his right arm was nearly severed, 
Tbe Spaniard! looted the house, took 
fS50 cash, raided other houses on estate, 
burned eight buildings and killed nine- 
teen inmates four of whom were women. 


ctive. 


A dispatch from Jacksonville says the 


steamer Dauntless which has already 
landed three expeditions in Cuba is off 
again with a cargo of arms, ammunition, 
medicine and supplies for tbe insurgents. 
The Dauntless was released from cus- 
tody Saturday by the collectors of cus- 
toms. Immediately she took aboard a 
supply of coal though not enough to at- 
tract tbe attention of the revenue officials- 
She went down Nassau Sound and lay-to 
until sundown. 


Joined by Craft. 


Three yawls, each manned by seven 


Cubans, towing two flat boats hauled up 
to the Dauntless at 6 o'clock. The steam- 
ers Three Friends and Kate Spencer also 
joined tbe Dauntless and a number of 
boxes and packages were transtered. 
Captain John Meyers went aboard the 
Dauntless and she headed southeast. 


Three Friend* Seized. 


The other two steamers returned to St. 


John's bar, but were hardly inside when 
the revenue cutters seized Three Friends 
on the charge of aiding an expedition 
against Spain. The vessel was brought to 
Jacksonville. 


Mont Daring Expedition- 


This expedition was the most daring of 


aiiy yet undertaken as the Windom 
Bcutwell and Col fax revenue cutters, 
have been stationed at St. John's river to 
prevent expeditions. 
The Raleigh also 


arrived off the bar last night from Key 
West to keep watch in the filibustered. 


Weyler in the Field. 


A dispatch from Havana says General 


Weyler has taken the field in person 
against the insurgents under Maceo in the 
Province of Pinar Del Bio and reliable 
news from the front indicates that the 
Spanish are approaching close to the 
enemy. 


Quietly Embarks. 


Saturday night General Weyler ordered 


the mules ready and Sunday they em- 
barked on the railroad. Representatives 
of the press became aware of this and 
made inquiries yesterday relative to the 
direction Weyler had taken. 


At 9 o'clock last night it was seen that 


the Cruiser Legazpy was getting up steam 
and at midnight tbe captain general em- 
baaked, his destination being Port Mariel 
in the northern extremity of the military 
line across Pinar del Bio. 


Strongly Reinforced. 


It is understood that Weyler will pro- 


ceed along the line of the trocha. Strong 
reinforcements are being embarked to 
support him in his operations which are 
now in progress against the insurgents. 


MISHAP TO THE TEXAS, 


The War Ship Meets An- 


other Stroke of ill Luck 


at the Brooklyn Yard. 


(Special Dispatch to the Transcript.', 


NEW YORK, N. Y., Nov. 9.—The battle- 


ship, Texas, the victim of a number of 
accidents since launching, lies alongside 
the Ccb dock in the Brooklyn navy yard 
submerged five feet above the water line. 


Apout 6 o'clock thin morning the main 


injection valve in the starboard side, four- 
teen feet below the waterllne was shoved 
on by force of the water, and the engine 
rooms were quickly flooded with a muddy 
fluid. The crew were immediately called 
to quarters and everything possible done. 
If carelessness is shown a court marsnall 
will follow. 


A dispatch from Washington says Com- 


modore Sicard, the commandant of the 
Brooklyn navy yard, has reported the 
mishap to the Texas by telephone. 


His report agrees with Associated 


Press' New York story 
substantially. 


The ill luck which seems to pursue the 
vessel is the subject of general comment 
at the department. 


It is probable that none of the person- 


nel of the ship is responsible for the last 
accident as the Texas was in the bauds of 
the navy yard people, undergoing repairs. 
As soon as the divers report an official 
inquiry will be made. 


BOSTON BROKER ARRESTED,

tense in Bond Transfer. 


NEW YORE, Nov. 9.—Edward Records 


of Boston stock broker who says he is 
president of the Massachusetts Car com- 
pany, has been arrested on a warrant 
from Chief Watts of Boston charging him 
with obtaining 133,333 on false pretenses 
and is held to await the arrival of papers. 


The charges against Records, a Boston 


despatch says, who was arrested in New 
York this morning is that of fraudulent 
misrepresentation to Joseph Atkinson of 
Halloweli, Maine, with reference to an 
exchange of bonds of the Northern rail- 
road of New Brunswick for stock of a car 
company.

Supposing that had happened in a 


channel where the tide runs BO swiftly 
that a direr can work only during the 
one hour of Black water, the deadly 
rush of tide would have snapped the 
lifeline and hoee. Then in working 
wrecks there is the danger of getting 
jammed in between freight or of get- 
ting the hose or line entangled. 
When 


the hose snaps at a great depth tbe tre- 
mendous pressure kills tbe diver. He is 
frightfully ttistorted by it.—Feanou'g 
Weekly.

NEW YORK, N. Y., Nov. 9.—It is stated 


in good authority that great frauds have 
been discovered by the police department 
relative to the examination of applicants 
for patrolmen. 


Intelligent Failed. 


Of the men required to pass civil serv- 


ice examinations it has been noticed for 
several months that the successful applt 
cants often possessed less general intelli. 
gence than others who failed to secure the 
necessary percentage. 


Dishouest Employee, 


This led to an investigation which has 


showed that many of those taking ex- 
aminations had been supplied before- 
hand with the list of questions. It is said 
they paid $300 in each instance for the list 
to a young man who it is reasonably 
certain, obtained them through the em- 
ployee of tbe printing office, 


Paid for Coni'litiig. 


It is now believed that there are scores 


of patrolmen now doing duty, who are 
not entitled to their positions. During 
investigations men were found who ad- 
mitted that they had been coached by a 
young man for which they agreed to p-y 
large sums of money on the day they were 
appointed. 


Appointment in many cases was guar- 


anteed. The detectives have been work- 
ing on the case for some time but no 
arrests have yet been made.

REV, A, B, CHURCH SPEAKS

LEAROYD POISONING CASE, 


A Farm Hand Held Under 


Suspicions 
Concerning 


That and Another Crime. 


[Special Dispatch to the Transcript.] 


DANVEEB, Nov. 9.—William Kennedy, 


formerly employed on the farm of Albert 
Lenroyd, is under arrest on suspicion of 
being concerned in the poisoning case at 
the Learoyd farm Friday last, when 
Learoyd and three others became seri- 
ously ill as a result of drinking tea, which, 
an examination showed, contained rough 
on rats. 


The police claim sufficient reason to 


connect Kennedy with Friday's affair and 
also with the mysterious death of Sylves- 
ter Kimball, foreman of the Learoyd 
farm, seven weeks ago. Kimball's body 
will be exhumed and the viscera analyzed. 
The police are reticent and but one fact is 
disclosed. 


While Learoyd waa away from home 


last summer Kimball wrote him advising 
him to return quickly and look into the 
actions of Kennedy and Mrs. Learoyd. 


Learoyd returned and although not 


openly asserted, Kennedy admits his dis- 
charge because of the alleged intimacy 
with his employers wife. He held Kim- 
ball responsible. 


Kennedy was arrested once on the 


charge of horse stealing and was found 
guilty and served ten months in the house 
of correction. 


SCHOONER WRECKED, 


Went Down Near the Cana- 


dian Shore in Thursday's 


Storm. 


[Epeclal Dispatch to the Transcript.] 


BUFFALO, N. Y., Nov. 9—A St. Thomas, 


Ontario, report reaches here that the 
schooner Sonora was wrecked and five 
lives lost in Thursday's storm off Point 
Albion, ten miles from Buffalo on the 
Canadian shore. 


Mate D. U. Quette carried the news to 


St. Thomas and claims he is the only sur- 
vivor. The Sonora was lumber laden. 


Those reported lost are James Buckley, 


Captain Daniel Russell, James Morrison 
of Glasgow, Scotland, Malcolm McLeod, 
and the cook, whose name is unknown. 


Rev. A. B. Church preached a thought 


ful and interesting sermon at the Univer- 
salist church Sunday evening on "Our 
Relation to the Criminal Classes." He 
took for his text the seventh verse of the 
eighth chapter of John: 


So*when they continued asking; him he lifted up 


himself and said unto them: He that is without 
sin among you, let him first cast a stone at her. 


Mr. Church began by saying that the 


Society for Prison Reform had asked the 
clergymen of the country to speak on the 
topic on a certain Sunday. The society 
selected the last Sunday in October as the 
day, but for various reasons the'discns- 
sion was postponed by Mr. Church until 
the second Sunday in November. 
BfThe text is part of the story of a woman 
who was taken in a great sin and brought 
before Jesus for judgment. He knew that 
her accusers were as guilty as she, and by 
making the conditions which he did it 
was not his purpose to foil the ends of 
judgment, but to rebuke thoee who con. 
demn guilt iu others while hiding their 
onn. 


Lack of sympathy and wrongly im- 


puted motives add to our list of crime, 
and back of the coses that are capable of 
conviction are many crimes unexposed 
and unknown. Yet the number of con- 
victions and imprisonments is large and 
increasing at an alarming rate. 


After giving some instructive statistics 


concerning the number of prisoners in 
this state and in the United States, Mr. 
Church said we should inquire if society 
is in any way responsible for these deplor- 
able conditions. What are the occasions 
of so much crime I 


The first occasion Mr. Church pro- 


nounced criminal parentage. 
Our social 


| body contains many parents who do not 
properly care for their children. Where 
flagrant cases of neglect are 'known tbe 
state inteferes, but there is a reluctance 
on the part of most people to mix up in 
such matters, and so a great many cases 
that need attention are overlooked. 


The remedy for this evil calls for bet- 


ter homes and better parentage. Society 
must train up more domestic young men 
and women, the marriage contract must 
be more strictly regarded and divorces 
must be reduced to the minimum. A wed- 
ding must be regarded as something more 
than a holiday outing. We want better 
homes, living wages and local advantages 
for improvement. Society has not yet 
discharged its full duty along these lines. 


Another Important occasion of crime is 


the legalized liquor traffic. A large pro 
portion of the arrests in this state 
hist! year were fo r drunkenness, and 
many 
of 
the other 
crimes 
were 


clearly 
traceable 
to alcohol; 
and 


when we consider the fact that many of 
those arrested were under 30 years of age, 
and a large number under 20, we can 
judge somewhat of the effect of the le- 
galized liquor traffic and open drinking. 
This evil is kept among us by the votes 
of citizens, and, what is still worse, the 
votes of church members, men who pro- 
fess not to be ashamed of Christ, but of 
whom Christ must be ashamed. These 
men are personally responsible for the sa- 
loon, and I can prove it. If the normal 
condition in regard to the sale of liquor 
was free sale, then a vote for license 
would be a vote for restriction. But the 
normal condition is prohibition, and so by 
voting license we vote to permit the sale 
of liquor. 


The third occasion of crime is a lack of 


proper training, which would make boys 
and girls self-supporting. Statistics show 
that a large proportion of our prisoners 
have no trades. Early training in this di- 
rection many families cannot provide, 
but the pubUc schools can. 
In a large 


measure we are misdirecting our youth. 
Education should be for productive use- 
fulness. 
It is time to lay aside the old 


idea and to qualify a boy or a girl for 
some particular thing. 
Manual training 


and moral discipline are required in our 
educational system. 
Our schools and 


colleges are turning out thousands each 
year whose hands are no better than a 
toy doll's for getting a living. 


We should better adapt our public 


school system to the needs ot the young. 
If you could see the b omes that many of 
our children are reared in you would 
hardly expect good citizens to come from 
them. There are homes right in this city 
that are not fit for barns. And it is the 
children from such homes as these that in 
after years are found in our reformitories. 
We pay taxea to support them, but forget 
to trace our own action and responsibility. 
We complain of the cost of schools, but 
don't count tbe cost of supporting this 
army of prisoners. It coat $99,000 last year 
to care for the penal institutions at Massa- 
chusetts. As a financial investment it 
would be profitable to double the ex- 
penses of our schools, of our church work 
and of our general work for the young. 


After these criminate are in prison our 


relations to th«m are not changed ex- 
cept in form. The management of our 
penal institutions should be left entirely 
out of politics. We should have peniten- 
tiaries that would lead to penitence and 
reformatories that would reforn. 
The 


establishment of probation officers grew 
out of the work of a Boston philanthropist 
bat it means nothing now except for the 
officer to draw his salary. The intent of 
the office should be carried out, but it is 
not. 


And when people return from the 


prisons we should deal kindly by them. 
They may be no worse than we are, only 


they have been convicted. We should 
extend to them Christian kindness, en- 
couragement and confidence, and see 
that they have employment. 


It is oar duty, flrst to work for better 


homes, second, to prohibit the traffic in 
alcoholic drinks and, tbird, to provide 
better opportunities for useful education. 


THE HOSPITAL, 


Important Measures will Probably be 


Taken Promptly for Its Benefit. 


The hospital is attracting an unusual 


amount of attention this season, not only 
on account of the large amount of excel- 
lent work it is doing, but also on account 
of the unfortunate and serious illness at 
the same time of Hiss Pike, the superin- 
tendent, and three nurses. 


The much regretted illness of these 


ladies draws much sympathy from the 
community, and is not only calling atten- 
tion to a number of features of the hospi- 
tal and training school for nurses which 
could be graatly improved at small ex- 
pense, but emphasizes very strongly the 
need ol a home for the pupils of the train- 
ing school for nurses independent of the 
hospital, which the board of control has 
strongly urged in its reports as a pressing 
necessity. 


Measures are underway which will un- 


doubtedly result in prompt consideration 
of the matter and immediate action. A 
fund will probably be started for the pur- 
pose of building the proposed home at 
once. 
. 


It is not intended to burden the liberal 


people of North Adams, but the money it 
is believed can be raised in a way that 
will prove not only a good source of in- 
come but the means of providing very 
popular social entertainment at small ex- 
pense to all circles of our community. 
We shall be able within a few days to 
give further information concerning the 
matter.

The air was hot and elo^e, used up by 


that vast multitude, aud the Ao.it, stir- 
red by their ceaseless march, choked na 
wuern we stood. It was hopeless to try 
to sleep again, and M-8 waited by the 
window. Of a sudden a bell sounded 
loud above the voices of the crowd. At 
once the baud was hushed, carriages 
were stopped, the people on the chairs 
nut'.er the palms weio on their feet, anfl 
not a man but stood, hat in hand. Wo 
looked to the end of tho Paseo, for ev- 
ery body was looking that way.

Wise Women Marry I^te. 


The strides which tho movement 


among American \vomen to secure for 
themselves an independent livelihood 
has made during the last two or three 
decades are simply astounding. Nothing 
can illustrate this bettor thai) the fol- 
lowing figures, which have reference to 
the number of -women in the United 
States in each profession in 1890, the 
figures in parentheses being the corre- 
sponding figures for 1870. In 1890 there 
•were 4,455 female doctors (527), 837 
female dentists (34), 340 female law- 
yers (6), 1,836 female preachers (67), 
180 female engineers ami land surveyors 
(none), S-T female architects (1), 11,000 
lady painters and sculptors (412), 8,000 
female authors (459), 888 female jour- 
nalists (85), 34,518 female mnsicmnR 
(5,735), 8,949 actresses (692), OS4 fo- 
male theatrical managers (100), 21,185 
shorthand writers (7), 64,048 olerks, 
secretaries, etc. (8,106), 27,777 female 
bookkeepers (none). 


Last year 1,805 women visited the 


universities, of whom 84 left them as 
fully trained doctors and about a dozen 
respectively as lawyers, preachers and 
journalists. Of the above 1,805 female 
students 28.2 per cent have married. 
American women, however, do not, aa 
a rule, marry till they have completed 
their twentieth year, and of these 1,8^5 
as many as 887 were still under 80 
years. Of women who hold diplomas ES 
doctors, between 25 and BO years, only 
82 per cent marry; of those between 30 
acd 85 years the number of those who 
marry has risen to 43.7 per cent; of 
those between 35 and 40, to 49 per cent, 
and of those above 40 years, to 54.5 
per cent. From this it becomes evident 
that women who have frequented uni- 
versities, at least in America, marry 
much later t^an others. It ie perhaps a 
natural result of this circumstance that 
divorces are virtually a thing unknown 
among these late marrying women BIU- 
deuts.—New York Press. 


Swinging the Arms. 


The queer habit men have of regard- 


ing women as mysterious beings -whose 
actions and modca of thought are qnite 
incomprehensible was amusingly illus- 
trated recently by a writer who won- 
dered, through a column and more, why 
women, when walking, seemed embar- 
rassed about how to dispose of their 
hands.

Woman, protected by the armor of 


irresponsibility, may be impervious eyen 
to tho arrows of tha present sharp de- 
bate and may come out of a national 
campaign with an ignorance almost 
equal to her indifference. Mail, who has 
thus armed her, can scarcely -with con- 
sistency jeer at either her ignorance or 
her indifference. But even man is not 
always consistent, and his argvuncnl 
that women should not have the ballet 
because they do uot know enough about 
politics is quite on a par, for logic, vritli 
his time honored custom of laughing 
'; 


a woman because she cannot run, while 
he enjoins on her tho mandate, "Thou 
shalt wear skirts." 


There are excuses reasonable and 


abundant for the woman who wishes to 
use them to defend her ignorance of 
politics. But having inherited a bad 
constitution is no reason for remaining 
content with it, though it certainly ex- 
culpates tha victim. Women are not the 
ones to blame for women's past and 
present ignorance of politics, but they 
are culpable before the bar of their own 
Intelligence if taey remain ignorant. 


Questions of politics do not, like 


questions of literature and science, be- 
long merely to the realm of knowledge. 
Politics, like religion, is a matter of 
everyday life. A woman therefore must 
understand political questions not me -> 
ly to be intelligent, but also to be moral. 
The honor of the nation is the honor of 
every individual, and the -woman who 
does not care for the national honor has 
not yet assumed all her moral responsi- 
bilities. 


The cause of this blindness to the 


broadness of life's duties is, of course, 
woman's forced inactivity in political 
matters. But the man shut up in a cell 
has no right to stop walking. 
He may 


some day be where he can use hie limbs 
to more purpose. Then let him pace his 
cell. Let women form their campaign 
clubs and in private and public disors- 
sion persistently contend for what thev 
believe right. Let them pace their cells 
vigorously enough, and the wardens 
will soon throw open the doors, and 
then brains used to exercise will find no 
difficulty in public service.—Maude 
Thompson in Boston Woman's Journal,

New York, Nov. 6.—The report from 


Ireland that a- famine resulting from 
the failure of the crops is almost sure 
to occur this winter is a matter of no 
surprise to well informed Irishmen in 
this city, as for several months past 
letters have been received by promi- 
nent sons of Erin who have taken up 
their residences here, but who still 
take an active interest in everything 
that concerns the welfare of their na- 
tive land. But it t>eems that the pros- 
pects are even more dreary than these 
letters indicated. The latest news re- 
ceived declares that no such appalling 
outlook has presented Itself during the 
present generation. 
Concurring re- 


ports.show that the prolonged rains of 
the autumn have ruined the crops 
north and south, and that by their fail- 
ure a period of desolation is about to 
set in. 
Tha rich lands have been 


flooded for weeks at a time when the 
harvest should have been proceeding. 
Corn and haystacks have been sub- 
merged, and potatoes are rotting in tha 
fields. In the poorer hill lands tho 
small farmer and cotton population are 
face . face with one of those failures 
of the potato crop which have so often 
brought the uttermost horrors of star- 
vation and 
disease among them. 


The government ia doing nothing. 
The Irish secretary's tour in tho west 
and northwest occurred before the bad 
weather set in, and at a time when litr 
tie could be predicted of the harvests. 
Siuce then he has obtained reports 
from official sources—from landlord 
sources—which can only be described 
as misleading. The farmers on many 
of thfe large estates have informed 
their landlords' agents that no rents 
oan be paid this year because none was 
earned. But the landlords have en- 
tered into a combination for wholesale 
pressure on the tenants. Using their 
utmost privileges under the land act, 
they are applying for ejectment de- 
crees by the thousand, and an eviction 
campaign such as rarely has been wit- 
nessed even in Ireland is now in pro- 
gress in many districts. As soon as the 
rigors of winter set in the demand for 
relief will be clamorous. The govern- 
ment will be compelled to intervene 
before parliament opens, or face an 
accusation of reckless indifference to 
suffering, and in some quarters it is 
expected that Irish discontent will as- 
sume a more active form than mere 
talk or agitation for h&me rule.

ference with himself and the imperial 
chancellor, Prince Hohenlohe, in re- 
gard to the disclosures of state secrets 
which Prince Bismarck has been mak- 
ing1 and continues to make through 
his personal organ, the Hamburger 
Naclmchten. Prince Hohenlohe, who 
is personally placed in a position which 
is very distressing to him and is de- 
sirous of having a quiet official life, 
has suggested that both tho emperor 
and Prince Bismarck take some means 
to bring about an immediate cessation 
of their polemics, which are endanger- 
ing the peace of all Europe. Among 
the staunch adherents of Prince Bis- 
marck the opinion prevails that things 
have already gone too far, and they 
are agreed that the controversy must 
cease, but none of them ventures to 
suggest any plan whereby this object 
can be accomplished. 
1'rom Munich, 


Carlsruhe and other places where 
Prince Bismarck is strong in the pos- 
session of friends of influence and high 
station it is known positivsly that sup- 
plications have been addressed to him 
to discontinue the course he is pursu- 
ing as the' only means of averting seri- 
ous trouble. 


Anxious for a Peaceful Settlement. 


' Apart from the responsibility of tho 
ex-chancellor for the revelations of tho 
Rrusso-Gerroan neutrality treaty and 
the other disclosures which have been 
made, the question has been discussed 
in Berlin whether Dr. Hoffman, tha 
chief editor of tho Hamburger Nach- 
richten, ought not to be indicted, but 
as a result of the discussion it was de- 
cided that the indictment of Dr. Hoff- 
man would be impossible, and as bad 
a move in fact as it would be to prose- 
cute Prince Bismarck himself under 
the articles of the penal code by which 
Count von Arnim and Professor Geffec- 
ken were tried, convicted and impris- 
oned and under no circumstances would 
the emperor permit such a proceeding 
as this. 
The controversy has now 


reached an acute stage and is seriously 
affecting the health of Prince Hohen- 
lohe, who is essentially of a pacific 
temperament and accustomed to quiet 
diplomatic combats. The feeverish and 
implacable fight which is being waged 
by Prince Bistnaack is causing tho 
chancellor to pass many sleepless 
nights and for this reason the emperor 
is desirous of putting an end to the 
whole matter as speedily as possible; 


I otherwise the kaiser is understood to 


I be willing' to allow Prince Bismarck to 
expand to his utmost limit, meeting 
each of the developments of his war- 
fare with explanations making •promi- 
nent the present honest policy of Ger- 
many as contrasted with the shifty di- 
plomacy of the old chancellor. In the 
meantime Prince Hohenlohe is stand- 
ing between the emperor and Prinea 
Bismarck ia the attitude of a .peace- 
maker, anxious tp conciliate both sides 
and at least to obtain a cessation of 
the duel without the precipitation of a 
national scandal. 


Austria Most Face Ku»«Ia Alone. 


Meanwhile it is undeniable that tbs 


effect of th« controversy, coupled with 
the articles thereon published in the 
official press, has been to weaken the 
ties of the dreibund. Apropos of the 
Busso-German neutrality treaty the 
Cologne Gazette, in its comments, says: 
"In the event of war between Russia 
and Austria would Germany side with 
Austria in view of the fact that France 
would then attack Germany?" In an- 
swer to its question the Gazette argues 
that Austria must fuce Russia alone, 
as Italy would not intervene. Naturally 
the Austrian and Italian newspapers 
are asking of what value is the drei- 
bund if it can be thus repudiated when 
the occasion suits. 
The Tagebla.tt 


publishes a report of an interview with 
a leading diplomat upon the question 
"Who will benefit by Prince Bismarck's 
revalations?'' in which the diplomat 
expresses the opinion that the dis- 
closures will have no direct practical 
consequences, but that they nre cer- 
tain to produce a deep-seated feeling 
of suspicion and discomfort in Austria 
and Italy.

says that England will now be able to 
decry the policy of Germany as un- 
trustworthy.

Key West, Fla., Nor. C.—Passengers 


who arrived yesterday morning from 
Havana bring the intelligence of an- 
other outrage committed on an Ameri- 
can citizen. Although the details are 
incomplete the facts are positive, since 
the victim has filed a protest before 
Vice-consul Springer and the case has 
been sent to Washington for instruc- 
tions. It appears that near the town 
of San Jose de Las Lajas a Spanish 
force patrolling the country surprised 
three rebels who tried to sneak into 
town. The Spaniards gave chase and 
the rebels fled. Ill order to discover 
the hiding place of the fugitives, the 
Spanish force was divided into squads 
of fifty men asd they were sent ic dif- 
ferent directions. One of these parties 
went to the estate owned by a Cuban 
where Frederick L. Craycraft, a native 
of Indiana, and only two years in 
Cuba, was manager. They entered the 
residence, destroyed the furniture and 
ransacked the premises. The women 
present were insulted in the most out- 
rageous manner. Craycraft protested 
that he was an American and showed 
papers. This, it seems, incensed the 
officer in command, who drew a sword 
and commenced slashing at Crayeraft. 
He managed to avert death, but vraa 
wounded in the back, receiving a fear- 
ful gash that carried away part of tho 
flesh. His forearm was also cut to the 
bone. 
The other officer interfering 


saved his life. Craycraft was forced to 
deliver about $160 ho had. Mean- 
time Craycraft heard great outcrys 
outside and went and found seventeen, 
pacificos had been killed. There was 
not one insurgent amongst .them. All 
this was reported as a great Spanish 
victory. Letters received from Puerto 
Principe give further details of the 


< apture of the town of Ouaimaro by 
Calixto Garcia. The whole garrison, 
100 men, surrendered and are still 
prisoners, although Garcia sent word 
to Castellanos that he would deliver 
them. 
Garcia is also attending the 


officers' and soldiers' wounds. 
It is 


rumored that Weyler has issued secret 
orders to military commanders in sugar 
districts, prohibiting grinding except 
on Spanish properties.

Havana, Nov. 9.—The steamer Julia 


has arrived here from Nuevitas, but 
brought no news of importance from 
the province of Puerto Principe. A 
meeting of representatives of the three 
local parties has been held here for the 
purpose of considering the advisability 
of consolidating for the better support 
of the government. After long discus- 
sion it was decided that the three par- 
ties—conservative, reformists and au- 
tonomists—should amalgamate 
and 


form one party to be styled the commit- 
tee of national refuge. The executive 
of the new party will be composed of 
three delegates from each of the old 
parties.
